For days the fashionable world has been 


in a flutter ot preparation.

the fashionable, fascinating woman, those 
little trifles that with a background of rosy 
cheeks and beaming eyes, take our unwilling 
hearts by storm, have kept ten thousand 
fingers busy for the past week. Stewart 
has sold hundreds of magnificent dresses, 
and an exhaustive run has been kept up, 
on the elastic productions of Ale.tandre, and 
Bijou. Speculations regarding the weather 
too that most uncertain of all the mutabili- 
ties of our lot, were rife, and many were 
the pouts, from rosy lips, which greeted the 
breezy, lowering, cloudy day; but the abused 
day wore on, the crowd assembled, and the 
fair guests suddenly discovered that nothing 
could be better for a fete champetre, than 
the very breezes, and clouds, they so 
heartly regretted. In fact a more perfect day 
could not have been; a fresh cool breeze 
swept over the Island, and the filmy clouds 
that but half concealed the sun, held a most 
welcome sun-shade over exposed complex- 
ions. When we visited the grounds the 
guests had not begun to arrive, and we ex- 
amined the admirable arrangements which 
had been made for their accnmodation; from

for parties of guests.

tent were scattered scores of ottomons.— 
The preparations inside the touts were of 
the most liberal and extravagant character, 
a profusion of grapes, the Catawba, Isabella 
and White Wine, of Figs from the green- 
house, Peaches, Apricots, Nectarines, were 
in abundance, and every viand, fish, flesh 
and fowl, that nature produces or art in- 
vents. 
Oysters and game of every kind 


jellied, sauced, wined, decorated, and be- 
dezinedbythe cunning hand of Downing. 
There was no want either of Spirits—we do 
not now refer to that "natural flow" of 
which poets speak, but the spirit of win^ 
that which Shakespeare, had it been name- 
less would have called "Devil"—Cham- 
pagne, Claret, Roman Punch, Whiskey 
Punch, Orange Punch, and various Sanga - 
roes were omnipresent, so mingled, with the 
rich juices of fruits.and laden with fragrance, 
that the heart of a stoic would soften in 
their presence, and their aroma would be 
guile the senses of the Maine Law itself. 


There were policemen stationed around 


the place, to regulate the movements of 
the masses of visitors, and to protect them 
from the predatory incurcions of the light 
fingered. We then went within, and so 
splendid a sight we have never beheld, the 
magnificent parlors were thronged with the 
more quiet guests, many of whom had pass 
ed the age of active gayety, and were sim- 
ply lookers on,—the rooms themselves are 
extremely beautiful; the decorations in 
fresco and gold are chaste, and tasteful,_the 
curtains and stuffs are of the richest and 
finest materials, and both the furniture, car- 
pets, ornaments and chandeliers, give evi- 
dence of refined taste, and lavish expendi- 
ture. The vast piazzas were filled with 
promanaders, and though every available 
spot seemed occupied, there was still a line 
of carrages, seemingly a quarter of a mile 
long, filled with other guests. Going still 
farther on to the passage way we found it 
thronged with sue-its, and the vast tent al- 
most uncomfortably full; there were certain- 
ly not less than two thousand in this room 
alone, and fully three, thosuand guests pres- 


ent. 
The effect was exceedingly fine.and it 


s rarely in this country that so large and 
select a company has been gathered upon 
any occasion. In fact we believe it to be 
admitted that it was the grandest entertain- 
ment ever gotten up in the couutry, and it 
is almost incredible that no accident no 
mistake of any kind occurred but that all 
the admirable arrangements were fully car- 
ried out.

It therefore resolved to 
hasten the funeral before the rioters could 
prepare their plans, and to display sue i an 
imposing military force as would" quell all 
riotous proclivities. 
Fifteen 
or 
twenty 


thousand soldiers (it is said th. ir guns were 
all loaded with ball-cartidges,) were assem- 
bled in the vicinity of the line of the funeral, 
the enormous number of eleven generals 
were on the ground; two thousand police- 
men were on service; all the soldiers in 
Paris were ordered to remain in their bar- 
racks, and the Cabinet of Ministers remain- 
ed in session all day. Large manufacturers 
are reported to have been counselled by 
their workmen to remove all medals, etc., 
from their doors, which showed that they 
enjoyed Government patronage, as the mob 
were determined to play a desperate game. 
Such is the position of Franco : we live up- 
on a volcano, whose rumblings are constant- 
ly audible, and which may at any time hreak 
forth in an eruption whose consequences no 
human being can lorsee; it may be a show- 
er of ashes, it may be a torrent of lava that 
shall fire the world. The Government is 
said to entertain no fears (although 
this 


proves nothing: good eyes are rare among 
rulers,) of any insurrection which may 
burst, forth. 
The Minister of War boasted 


on Friday, to a gentlemen who expressed 
his fears of the mob, 'Don't be alarmed ; in 
five hours, I can have 100,000 men in Pa- 
ris."
